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SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  AND  LITERACY 
This  bulletin  gives  in  a  preliminary  statement  the  school  attendance  of  the 
population  between  the  ages  of  5  and  24  years,  enumerated  as  of  June  1st,  1951,  and  the 
ability  to  read  and  write  of  the  total  population  5  years  of  age  and  over  by  sex  for 
Canada  and  provinces  in  1931 o  The  classification  under  both  heads  are  compared  with  the 

figures  given  for  the  Census  of  1921  <, 

These  preliminary  tables  show  the  number  of  persons  listed  under  each 
category  by  age  groups,  but  not  analysed  in  any  way  in  relation  to  other  facts  recorded  on 

the  population  schedules 0 

The  Census  of  school  attendance  does  not  represent  the  same  class  of  data  as 

the  data  returned  by  teachers  to  the  Department  of  Education,  and  should  not  be  expected 

to  show  exact  agreement,.  The  Census  represents  only  the  population  living  on  June  1st, 

and  ascertains  the  number  of  persons  among  these  who  were  at  school  since  September  1st, 

but  does  not  ascertain  where  these  attended  schoolj  on  the  other  hand  the  teachers'  returns 

represent  all  persons  at  any  time  throughout  the  year  who  were  at  schools  situated  in 

different  localities,  but  do  not  show  where  these  persons  residedo  Conceivably  some  persons 

returned  by  the  Census  as  at  school  attended  in  provinces  or  even  in  countries  other  than 

their  place  of  residence  on  June  1st,  the  date  of  the  Census;  while  some  of  those  recorded 
by  the  teachers  as  at  school  in  a  certain  locality  may  have  resided  in  another  locality, 
may  have  died  or  left  their  district  or  the  country  before  June  1st.  Further,  the  Census 

covers  a  period  of  only  nine  months,  while  the  Departmental  records  cover  the  whole  year. 
Probably  some  persons  entered  school  for  the  first  time  after  June  1st,  or  had  attended 
summer  schools  and  discontinued  before  September  1st,  and  consequently  were  not  enumerated 
as  at  school  by  the  Census <>
